is neceflary for the Buyers to know 

ic well ; which will be-very eaſie 
if you obſerve, that when Amber is ven- 
ted, or has loſt its vertue, it is full of 
little white holes: You muſt allo take 
care that it ſhould have no ſmell con- 
trary tO its nature, To make trial ot its 
goodneſs, heat a Needie and -prick the 
Amber with it; it the ſmoak is ſweer, 
the Amber is good. The ſame Rule may 
be obſerved tor the Black Amber, 

Several Authors have wri:ten of Am- 
ber, I need nor be large upon ir ; It 15 
commonly conjectured -that it 4540; med 
at Sea, and is a kind of Froth toifed by 
the Waves.to the ſhore, and whicl aker 
a while is hardned.

—_ 
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Of Musk, and Bladders of Musk. 


USK is an Animal found in hot 
Countries, who is hunted till quite 
weary, and ſo is taken alive ; being ta- 
ken they prick him in ſeveral parts of his 
Body with a ſharp Needle poyloned at 
the point; the Venom of the Needle 
hinders the Blood from coming out ; on 
the contrary in every pricked place riles 
a Bladder of Blood ; and that the Blood 


ſhould not return into the Body , they} 
Iplit the Belly of the Beaſt, and draw} 


the ſmalleſt Guts out of it, with which 
they tye the Bladders of Blood ; after- 
wards they keep them in the Sun till the 
Blood is coagulated ; then they cut off 
all the Bladders, which are called Blad- 
ders of Musk ; and the true Musk is no- 
thing elſe but the Blood which is in 
them, as I ſaid before. The Bladder: 
are not the Kidneys of the Musk, nor the 
Kidneys of a Pole-Cat, as many ima- 
gine, but the Bags of Blood made as be. 
tore. The Kidneys of Pole-Cats are good 
for nothing, they have indeed a Smell, 
but weak and uſeleſs: And as for the 


Musk, if it be good, it mult break eaſily 
with 
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with your Fingers like dry Blood, which 
is not hard however, for when it is 
too hard and' too dry, it is a certain 
ſign that it is too old, and confequently 
has lolt its Vertue, and is good for no- 
thing. 

To preſerve it, you mult keep it cloſe 
in a leaden Box, which Box ſhould be in- 
cloſed in two or three other leaden Boxes 
to keep it freſh and good.

Of 'Crvet. 


HE Civet-Cat is a little bigger than 
a Pole-Cat, and naturally very Me- 
lancholick : They keep her in an Iron 
Cape, and thoſe who keep them make 
them Sweat, by placing a great many 
Chafing-diſhes full of Fire about their 
Cages, they Sweat preſently, and as thei! 
Sweat thickens, they gather with an 
Ivory Knife all the Sweat which is 
under the Cheſt , and between the Legs, 
which Sweat we call Civet, When it 
is too old, it looks brown and 1s not 
good ;* it muſt be of a yellow golden 
Colour, and of a ſtrong and yet plea- 


ſant Smell to be good. But above all, 
B | it 
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it mult not draw into Threads, for then 
there is Hony mingled with ir. 

To preſerve it, put it in a Glaſs, and 
the Glaſs in a leaden Box with Cotton 
about it. 


Of Benjamin. 


_—_ Common Benjamin is ordina- 


rily very brown, the beit is of a 


Pearl colour, full of white and big Spots, | 


clear ſhining, the Smell very ſtrong and 


clean, much like Lemonds preſerved with | 
Hony : They ſay it comes from Arabia, 


and grows in the ſame Mountain where 
Frankincenſe is found. It is hard in a 


Stone as we ſte it. The Ancients call it |

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Of Storax,. 


THE Liquid Storax is always good ; 
as for the dry Storax, you muſt not 
chooſe the dryeſt, but when you will uſe 
it in Powder, elſe the ſofter is the better; 
tor when it is new it breaks like Ginger- 
bread, 
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bread, and then it ſmells beſt. It comes 
allo from Arabia, and is a Gum drop- 
ping from a Tree: The Smell is excel- 
lent, eſpecially in Compoſitions made to 
Lurn- 
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Of Balm of Peru. 


- Þ = true Balm of Peru is known by 


, the ſtrength of its Smell 3 and to be 
good, the Smell muſt be ſtrong and plea- 
ſlant, You may eaſily know when it 1s 


| true, and not adulterated, by dipping in 
s 1t a little Straw, and letting it drop in a 
| Glaſs of Water; if the drop falls to the 


bottom, without leaving any thing at the 


| top, the Balm is excellent. 


Of Macanet, 


OU muſt break the Grains of Ma- 

canet, if they look yellow it is a 

ſign that it isold ; for to be good and new, 

the in-ſfide of the Grains muſt be white, 
and then the Smell 15 much Sweeter. 
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Of Spirit of Wine. 


O make an Experiment whether the 

Spirit of Wine be good, pour fome 

in a Spoon,and mix with it Gun-powder, 

put Fire to it, and if the Powder take 

Fire and burn away the Spirit, it is very 
g00d. 

You may try it alſo in pouring ſome 
in a Spoon, then Fire it, let it burn in a 
cloſe place without Air, and if the Spoon 
1s wet after the burning, it is a certain 
ſign that the Spirit of Wine is not good. 
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Of Starch, 


HE Starch which we make uſe of in 
Sweet-powder tor Hair, is not the 
ſame which the Landreſles uſe,there is this 
difference, that the taſte of this is fat and 
greaſie, and the former is mighty dry ; 
conteguently the beſt Starch is always the 
whiteſt and the drielt.

The French Perfumer. — 


Of Soap of Genoa. 


Erfumers muſt always make ule of the 
JL beſt Soap, which 1s the Soap of 
Genoa, it muſt be hard and dry, fu. jf it 
is moiſt, and if you keep it long, it ws 
waſte away, and will never make good 
Waſh-balls. 

I'll ſay no more of the reſt of the Drugs 
mentioned before, every body being ca- 
pable ro know whether they have their 
natural Smell.

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Advertiſements concerning the Prin- 
cipal Compoſitions. 


Of Powders for Hair, 


LL white Powders are made ot 
Starch, and there is no more Pre- 
aration for Powder of a high Price, than 
or Powder of a low Rate; there 1s no- 
thing elſe to be done, but to beat it and 
ſifc it very fine; you muſt only be very 
curious when you Perfume it with Flow- 
ers,becauſe the zoodnels of Sweet-powder 
B 5 depends 
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depends on it: But more particularly the 
Powder of Orange-flowers,and of Com- 
mon-roſes; for if, you are longer in 
ſifting it than I preſcribe In 1ts place, the 
Powder may be ſpoiled, nay it will be io 
hot, «hat you can hardly endure your 
kand in it. The Flower will turn into 
Dung, and render the Starch damp, and 
tarn into little lumps, and will ſmell 
muſty; which may be avoided if you 
obſerve the Rules I give in its proper 
place. However, if it happen that the 
Powder ſhould be ſpoiled, you mult 
ſpeedily uſe this Remedy. Sift ic, break 
with your hands the little lumps, ſift pre- 
ſently all the Flowers and add freſh ones; 
ſift them again every three hours, and 
your Powder will be good again. There 
is no danger in leaving theſe Flowers, be- 
caliſe they will not be hot, but have a 
Care to leave them no longer than I pre- 
fcribe in another place. You ought to 
know, that all forts of Flowers are not 
capable ro communicate their Smell to 
the Powder, Orange-flowers only 3 cor- 
mon Roſes, Musk Roſes, Janquils and 
Jaſmin are of that nature ; other Flowers 


have a Smell too weak ; Tuberoſe ſeems to. 


have a ſtrong Smell, but its quality 1s not 
proper, and is uſeleſs to Perfume Powder. 
Powder 
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Powder of Cyprs is made of 'the Moſs 
of Oaks, the Powder of Violet of the 
Root of the Flower Iris; the Powder of 
Franchipane is made in mixing Powder 
of Cyprus with Starch, both of equal 
quantity. All theſe Powders mult be 
made in the Summer, becauſe the other 
ealons being moiſt, the Powders will 
pariicipate of their moiſture, you muſt 
keep them cloſe in a dry place. Obſerve, 
that the Moſs which is made uſe of in pre- 
paring the Powder of Cyprus, is not the 
ſame that grows at the Root of the Oaks, 
and which is green and like Fringe; but 
'tis the Moſs which grows upon the 
Boughs of old Oaks, it is white and in 
Leaves. 


Of Waſh-balls. 
HE beſt Waſh-balls were made for- 


merly at Bolognia in Ttaly , for the 
Bolonaz had found the Secret to prepare 
and perfume the- Soap ſo well, that no 
body a long time attempted 4o find it 
out ; but they have been of late ſonegli- 
gent, and we have applied our ſelves that 
way With 1o good Succels, that we bave 
found 
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found the way to make them better than 
they ever did ; infomuch that though the 
Waſh-balls which are commonly fold for 
Bolognia Balls were never made there, yet 
they are at leaſt as good : "Tis true we 
make uſe of their Soap, but we perfume 
it after the manner you'll ſee. 

As for the other forts of Waſh-balls, the 
way to make them conſiſts only in pre- 
paring well the Soap as I preſcribe, for 
the Soap being of it felt of an ugly Smell, 
you mult needs clean it before you per- 
tume it : 'Tis the beſt Advice I can give 
on that Point, 

You need not to clean the Soap for 
the ordinary Waſh-balls, the Eſſences you 
put in will penetrate them throughly. 

If you deſire to mark your Waſh-bal!s 
with a Seal, they mult be rolled firſt and 
{tiffened: And if you will gild them, 
ſtay till chey are dry , then wet a little 
the mark of the Waſh-ball with Cotton 
dipped in Sweet-water, lay the Waſh-ball 
upon the leaf of Gold, and faſten it with 
a little dry Cotton,

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Of Benjamin-water. 


Great many undertake every day 

to prepare Benjamin-water, and 
very few ſucceed in it; they generally 
fail in one thing, viz. They put too 
many Drugs 1n it: As for Example, They 
imagine that without Litharge it will not 
whiten the Water, but it is a great Error, 
Obſerve exatly what I ſay in my Re. 
ceipts, and you will make it excellently, 
I only adviſe you to prepare it in the 
Summer where the Sun ſhines, for if you 
make it in the Winter it will prove dan- 
gerous, becauſe if the Bottle breaks, as it 
happens ſometimes, the Spirit of Wine 
takes fire, and may cauſe great Damage.

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Eſſences and Oyls perfumed with Flowers 


and natural Eſſences. 


HE Eſlences of Flowers which we 

ule for Hair are not true Eſſences, 

and we call th:m Eſleaces, becauſe they 
are prepared witi: Oyl which takes per- 


teatly the Odour ot Flowers, and only 
to 
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to diſtinguiſh them from the common 
Oy!l. "The common Oyls are the Oy 
of Sweet Lemons , Olire-oyl perfumed 
wich Flowers, which we make uſe of for 
Perriwigs. But the Oyl called Ben, whole 
figure is triangular, and 'whoſe Kernel 
renders an Oyl ſo fine, that it has no 
manner of Smell ; having no Smell at al] 
of it ſelf, it takes the Smell extreamly 
well of the Flowers you mix with it, 
even of the moſt ſweet and weak Smell, 
and ſo naturally , that there is no diffe- 
rence between the Smell of the Flower, 
and that of the Oyl: Provided you pre- 
pare it well, you'll ſee in its place how to 
Pertume them. 


To ſpeak now of the NaturalEſſences, 
They are true Effences, hecauſe they 
come from the Flower or the Fruit they 
have the name of. Natural Eflences are, 
The Eſſence of Nerol:, called otherwiſe 
the Quinteſcence of Orange-flowers ; the 
Eſlence of Cedra, called Bergamorte ; El- 
ſence of Citron; Eſſence of Orange 
{trong or ſmall: The Eſſence of Nerel: 
is drawn from the Water of Orange- 
flowers, and is made of the Fruit which 
Is in the Flower: The Lilence of Cedra 
15 produced of the drops you ſque;ze out 

of 
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of the Peels of Citron Bergamotte : Eſſence 
of Citron is drawn from the Lemons 
diſtilled,and that oi Orange from Oranges 
diſtilled. 


You have now the difference between 
Eſſences and Oyls : The Flowers which 
we may uſe in our Climate to make 
Eſſences and Oyls for Hair and Perri- 
wigs, are Jaſmin , Orange flowers, Tu- 
beroſe, Jonquil, Musk-roſes, becauſe they 
are moſt common, and have the ſtrongeſt 
Smell, the other. Flowers have a Smell 
too weak: Every body knows the Sun 
gives the ſtrong Smell to the Flowers, 


| therefore we cannot make uſe of all forts 
{ of Flowers as in hot Countries. 


D— — _— — V—_——__— — 
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Of Pomatums Perfumed with Flowers. 


Omatums Perfumed with Flowers are 
not good for the Face, but only for 


| Hair; they are not now fo much uled 


as they have been formerly, the Oyls 
are more convenient: I muſt fay how- 
ever, that if Oyls are more convenient 
for Perriwigs, Pomatums are more fit to 


clean Womens Heads, and at the ſame 
time 
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time to nouriſh the Hairs, and fo they 
are always very uſeful. If you will have 
your Pomatum , take the very Smell of 
the Flowers; it is neceſſary to clean well 
with Water the leaf of . the Hogs Fat 
which it is prepared withal ; obſerve that 
chiefly. 


I — - 
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Of Perfumes for the Mouth. 


A Mber is extraordinary good for the 
Stomach , too much Musk is offen- 
ſive to the Mouth, lo the lefs you can put 
in your Compoſitions it is the better : 
Remember to put no Civet, it is very 
hurttul to che Mouth. 


_ — 
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Of Sweet-waters. 


A Nget-waters are made after ſeveral 

ways, Which come to the ſamething, 
if you 1emember all the Drugs which 
compole them, and know the quantity, 
as yu will learn by my Receipts, you 
may make it as good as you pleaſe, in 
uſing more or Iels Drugs, You mult 

- only 
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only obſerve, that if you make it in a 
cloſe Copper-pot, it will be thick and 
muddy ; but if you difti] it in an Alem- 
bick it is clear like Rock-water, though 
it has the lame Smell yz the other. 


The Queen of Hungarys Water cannot 
be made here ſo good as at Montpellier, 
becauſe 'tis made there of Roſemary- 
flowers, which are there in great Plenty: 
However the Water we make with Roſe- 
mary-leaves is very good, and has the 
lame Vertue, 


Concerning Waters made of Flowers: 
There is only Or4nge flowers and Roſes 
you can make Water of, all other forts 
are adulterated. Several have tried to 
make Jaſmin-water , but could not fuc- 
ceed ; the reaſon why is eafjeto be found, 
A Flower to make Water of muſt have a 
good Body or Subſtance ; elle it muſt be 
a Flower ot an Aromarical Tree, as Roſe- 
mary or Myrrh, whoſe Leaves you may 
diſtil, becauſe they have a ſtrong Smell. 

As for Example, Take Orange flowers 
or Roſes, and rub your Hands withthem, 
and they'll ſmell ſtronger than before : 
But on the contrary, If you do the ſame 


wich Jaſmin or Tuberoſe , they will — 
0 
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ſo far from communicating their Smell, 
that they'll be reduced into Dung, and 
will ſtink. By this you may judge, that 
though ſome pretend to fell Water made 
out of Carnations, there. is no ſuch thing, 
becauſe that Flo$er has not ſtrength 
enough to. produce any ; . but becaule it 
{mells much like Cloves, the Water made 
out of them, is fold for the Water of Car- 


- nations; 


Of Sweet Balls to burn, 
: Þ O compoſe Paſtils good for burning, 
Y 


ou mult not mix any thing with | 


them, but what is fit to burn and ſmoak 
Iweetly ; therefore if you put in Drugs, 
they are as good as loſt. As for Exam- 
ple, Put Civet in them, it will rather 
ſtink than ſmell well; and put a Grain 
of Civet in the Fire, it will {tink, ſo will 


the - Musk, but burn Amber, ec, it wall } 


>moak a very fragrant Smell. 
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of groſs Powders put in tittle Sweet 
Bags and Toilets. 


Bſerve that all theſe forts of Prepa- 
rations, though different, have all 
relation one with another, becauſe they 
are all of'a ſtrong Smell ; and the bett 
way to prepare them, 15 to mix all the 
Drugs with ſuch Dexterity and Caution, 
that one can bardly diſtinguiſh which of 
all the Smells prevail; youll know how 
to do it, if you read and follow the Dire- 
tions I give in my Receipts, mixing 
more quantity of ſweet and !irong Smells 
with leſs quantity of weakeſt Smells; and 
if you have failed in your Compoſition 


| there is a remedy for it, in mixing more 


or leſs proportionably.

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Of Aromatick Herbs, 


= Aromatick Herbs are not very 
neceſſary in Perfumes, but becauſe 
ſome make ule of them, I have preſcribed 
how to prepare them, though I muſt 
.confeſs, all the Pains you can take will 
never 
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never make. them more Pleaſant and 
Sweeter, This ſort of Herbs keeping f6 
well their Smell, that it is almoſt impol- 
ſible to qualifie them, we mix them with 
other Drugs which cannot be alter'd, or 
we make a ſort of Preparation you'll ſee 
in our Receipts.

Of Perfumes that we wear about us. 


AE the Perfumes we wear about us, 

muſt be of ſweet and pleaſant Smell, 
uſe no great quantity of Musk nor Civet, 
and never without mixing them, for pure 
Musk makes ones Head ach, and the 
Civet alone is not Sweet, you muſt pre- 
pare them by the mixture of other Smells 
not ſo ſtrong ; read my Receipts.

Of Preparations to perfume Gloves or 
Skins. 


+ he" Preparations being made with 
k the deareſt and moſt precious Drugs, 
as Amber, Musk , Civet, Sweet-waters, 


Sweet Eſſences, &c. you muſt be very 
careful 
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careful to. mix nothing with them but 
ſtrong Smells or Eſſences, for though theſe 
Perfumes are 'trong enough, it is certain 
that if they are mixed with other con- 
trary Perfumes, they are preſently ſpoiled 
and loſe their Vertues: On the other 
fide, All the Sweet Smells preſerve them- 
ſelves one with another; Perfumes made 
of them laſt for ever, when well prepared 
and uſed. To keep them Sweet a long 
time, they muſt be very well dreſſed and 
cleanſed ; 'Tis the chiefeſt thing.

Of Tobacco. 


— 


EE of the hardeſt Receipts in Per- 
tumes,is that of Perfuming Tobacco 
with Flowers ; tor Tobacco having a very 
{ſtrong Smell, muſt conlequently be very 
well cleanſed, and the ſtrong Smell taken 
away, to be fit to take another Sweeter, 
And it is certain, that if you do not 
cleanſe it extraordinary well, it will ne- 
ver take well th: Smell of Flowers; or 
if it does, you'll be oblig'd to uſe as much 
more Flowe1s than it needs, beſides the 
Smell will never laft long : All other 
Perfumes you put in it, as Amber, Musk, 
Civet, 
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Civet, will ſignifie nothing, it your To- 
bacco is not perfetly clean , the Smell 
will -never be plealant ; and the ſtrong 
Smell of Tobacco will in a little while 
alter all other Perfumes.

To make 
Eſſence of it, you muſt cut in little bits 
the Peel of choſe Citrons, and ſqueeze 
them with your Fingers in a Glaſs-bottle, 
where you can hardly put your Hand 
to ſqueeze the Rind, as we do the Rind 
of Oranges in a Glals of Wine: Thus by 
the quantity of it you have Eſſence.

TAKE what quanticy you think fit of 
the Leaf of Hogs-fat, dip it in Wa- 

ter in bits as it comes from the Hog , 
change the Water eyery three hours 
during four days, and you mult the two 
laſt days work it in Water with a Spoon 
every time you put new Water to it, 
then take it out of the Water and drain 
it well: Melc it over aloft Fire in a nzw 
Earthen Pan, itirring it very gently that 
it do not burn : Being melted, pour your 
Pomatum in a Balon full of Water, (tic- 
ring continually the Water and the Pos 
matum together with the. Spatula till it 
2 is 
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F isquite cold and congealed. Afterwards 
Pour out the Water, and continue to 
beat and ftir your Pomatum, and by 
degrees the Water will all come out. Let 
the Pomatum reſt a while, then do as 
follows, 


Prepare two Pewter Diſhes of the 
ſame bigneſs, lay your Pomatum two 
Inches thick in the Diſhes, in one of 
them ſtrew over the Flowers you deſign 
to perfume your Pomatum withal, all 
aver even, and cover it with the other 
Diſh; thus the Flowers will not be 
ſqueezed, and will give their Smell to 
both Diſhes. 


Let the Flowers lye from Morning 
till Night , -if they are ſcarce with you, 
leave them twenty four hours, then cake 
them u> with your Pomatum, and fiir 
it alittle, ſpread it again, and lay freſh 
and new Flowers 2s before ; continue ſo 
doing ſome days Morning and Night, - till 
your Pomatum is of a good and ſtrong 
Smell, and 'tis done, Keep it in Glaſſes. 


You cannot make a good Pomatum 
- and keep it well, but of Jaſmin and 
Orange-flowers , or of Tuberoſe, other 
Flowers 
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Flowers are too weak to give a Sweet and 
laſting Odour. 
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Pomatum good to Refreſh the Com- 
plexion, and to take off the Redneſs 
and Pimples of the Pace. 


T: AKE halt a Pound of the Leaf of 

Hogs-far, dip it in the Water ſeveral 
days, caanging the Water as often as I

your Snuff very cloſe in your Boxes, leaſt 
it ſhould be ſpoiled and loſe its Vertue 
and Smell,
